REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, your School Board respectfully submit the 
following report: 

This board has been placed in an unenviable position 
in the year just closed. As you all well know, they were 
chosen to comply with a law that was distasteful to them, 
as well as to a large majority of the people of our town, 
but they have tried to live up to the letter of the law, 
without clashing more than was possible with the exist- 
ing state of things in our schools. We have, so far as we 
could ascertain, complied with the wishes of the people 
personally interested in the different schools. 

It certainly would seem that our whole system of 
government must be a failure, if the people, after enjoy- 
ing the benefits of a free government for more than a 
century, should not be capable of judging for themselves 
as to the best methods of educating their children, but 
the assembled wisdom of our state, led by a few men 
who think that all the common sense, as well as all the 
ability, of the old “Granite State,” is covered by the 
hats they wear, passed a law compelling districts to sell 
what they wanted to keep, and towns to buy what they 
did not want. At least the methods used to secure the 
passage of the law were such as to show that education, 
sometimes, at least, is an advantage where sharp practice 
is required to secure a questionable purpose. 

As is well known, no radical changes have been made 
and the existing order of affairs was continued as nearly 
as possible, and we think that at least no backward step 
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has been taken by the schools during the past year. 
But the impression has been given us by what we see, 
that the local pride in the school felt by every person in 
the district, has received a blow, and the interest that 
has ever been manifested in the schools of the town has 
decreased. Such cannot be the case without a serious 
injury to the schools, for as much depends upon those 
who are outside of the school-house, as those on the in- 
side, in fixing the character and usefulness of the school, 
and anything which produces an interest in the school 
will result in a benefit to it. 

In a portion of the former districts in this town much 
interest has been manifested, not only in the schools, 
but in the buildings and surroundings, and now the peo- 
ple who have worked and given for this purpose, can 
have no local pride in it, for the whole town now has the 
same right as they. 

In the matter of selecting teachers for the different 
schools it is now especially difficult, for a person residing 
in the district must have a much better idea of a teacher 
that will swit the people, than one who lives at a distance, 
and it is certainly true that a teacher, no matter of how 
high qualifications, or ability, if they have not the faculty 
of suiting themselves to the people of the locality, cannot 
do that earnest work, and achieve such results as they 
can otherwise. 

The people of this town provide liberally for the 
education of their children, and the schools have money 
enough for all their wants, but still there must be some- 
thing besides money and teachers to produce good 
schools,—there must be a public sentiment to sustain the 
teacher as well as the school officer; they must always 
hope for the best, and impress upon the minds of the 
scholars that something rests with them. As has been 
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said before, the teacher cannot learn for the scholar— 
the scholar must work. There is no royal road to educa- 
tion, it can only be obtained by hard, earnest, persevering 
labor, and those only can obtain it who work for it 
themselves; all are self-made to a great extent. The 
instruction and discipline of the school is only laying the 
foundation upon which to build. In the ordinary under- 
standing of the term, education, as applied to our common 
schools, is acquiring the knowledge of reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, grammar, etc. These are the ele-. 
ments taught by the teacher, and will sufficiently fit men 
and women for the ordinary business of life. It is upon 
this foundation that all education is built, and although 
a person may live even without this, it can hardly be 
called living,—it might be called existing. The best 
method, and the only true method, of education, is that 
which develops the powers of the pupil in the most sym- 
metrical manner, that which makes the truest man or 
woman,—the truthful, honest, law-abiding citizen. This 
is the object of the common school, and where the good 
school is, there will be good men and women. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The text books in use in our schools have been the 
same as last year; no changes have been made, and we. 
trust the time will soon come when the town will pro- 
vide and own them, and in that way secure a uniformity 
of classification, which is impossible now without con- 
siderable extra expense, in many cases where it can be 
ill afforded. In some states the books are supplied by 
the state, thus a uniform system of instruction and text 
books are secured, and at a much less expense than can 
be done when in every town there may be different 
‘books, and at the same time it would do away with one 
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of the most disagreeable duties of the School Board, 
that is, making changes or refusing to make them, 
at the solicitation of the innumerable travelling or sta- 
tionary agents of the various publishers. It would 
seem that a state board would be better qualified to 
judge the merits of a text book than to leave it as it is 
now. 

TEACHERS. 


The teachers in our schools for the past year have 
been, without any exception, well qualified for the posi- 
tions assigned them, both mentally and morally, and the 
work they have done has been an honor to them and to 
the people of the town. In most cases they have been 
teachers of experience, In our own as well as other 
schools, and we think their labors will compare favorably 
with those of the same number of teachers in any other 
town. Such teachers, and in fact, all teachers, to se- 
cure the best results for their labors, should be supported 
by the people of the district, not alone financially, but 
with that moral support which alone can secure a good 
school. If the pupils at home are told that a teacher is 
a poor teacher, and cannot keep a good school, that 
school is a failure in almost every instance. In our town, 
as a general rule, the people do sustain the teacher, but 
enough of the fault-finding spirit is abroad, at times, 
to materially injure good and thorough instruction. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The school houses at the present time come directly 
under the charge of the town, and are to be kept in re- 
pair, etc., by the town directly. With the very liberal 
appropriations for school purposes, which this town 
has always made, and which we believe they always will 
make, it becomes a necessity, for the proper expenditure 
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of the money, that the school houses should be suitable 
for the purpose for which they were designed. In dis- 
tricts Nos. 2, 4, and 5, the houses are in fair condition, 
with the exception of No. 4 house, which needs shingling. 
It would be economy to shingle it this year, as the 
shingles are in a bad condition and will require patching, 
and this will only put off the shingling for a year or two 
at the most. The school houses in districts Nos. 1 and 3 
are unfit for school purposes and should be rebuilt or 
repaired to make them decent. It is useless to expect 
the best results from the money expended in houses that 
are unsuitable for the purpose. 


The attendance during the first two terms was quite 
regular, but, owing to sickness, during the winter term 
it was quite variable, much more so than usual. In dis- 
trict No. 4 the school was brought to a close by sickness 
in the family of the teacher; and in district No. 5 the 
school was closed, for a time, on account of severe sick- 
ness among the pupils.

Wages of teacher, first term, $30; second term, $32; third 
term, $36. The whole school attended to reading and spelling, 13 to 
writing, 16 to arithmetic, 14 to geography, 7 to grammar, 3 to his- 
tory, 11 to composition, 2 to physiology, 2 to book-keeping, 2 to 
algebra, 2 to philosophy.
